'Worried himself into his grave,' said 
an old man who remembered him."

The farmers are 
fighting the fires to save their homes 
and stock.

O M U A O O , m., Aug. 9.—Telegrams re- 
ceived this morning from central points 
throughout the entire 75,000 square 
miles of the drought stricken northwest- 
ern country show the fearful sun scorch- 
ing of all vegetation continues unmiti- 
gated. 
Not a drop of rain has fallen, 
except eight one hundredths of an inch, 
at Des Moines, a bare sprinkle on the 
deep dust. liocal observations in various 
districts give but littJe hope of a break 
within the coming 24 hoars. A trifle 
cooler wea ther and scattered 
light 
showers are expected in some places, 
but conditions are such that if possible 
little moisture and coolness are at all de« 
layed their efiect will be totally lost.

If we cannot claim that this city can 
offer as inducements to a visit as ^ e a t a 
population, or as grand and conspicuous 
proof of s ^ t f^rowth in materitd pros- 
perity as Chicago or St. Louis, or other 
northwestern cities, whose guest you 
may be, we nevertheless feel that Fort 
W a ^ e is not without claim to your at- 
tention. 
As one of the way-marks in the 
pathway of American civilization it is a 
bdstoric town. 
Here in 1794 Anthony 
Wayne built the frontier tort, which in 
his honor was named Fort Wayne, and 
our city still bears that honored name, 
but its earlier history and importance 
long ante-date that period. As Ke ki- 
onga, or the Miami villages, here was 
the oentral town, the favorite home of 
the warlike Miami tribe, the most pow- 
erful confederacy of the west, and at 
different times here was a seat of mili- 
tary power both for the French and En- 
glish combatants for the sovereignty of 
the vast territory northwest of the Ohio 
river. 
This point of confluence of the 
St Marys and St. Joseph rivers, form- 
ing here the Maumee, or Miami of the 
Lake, was a key to the west, mentioned 
by Washington in a letter to the presi- 
dent of congress in 1784 as "a very im- 
portant post for the Union," and for its 
possession great hardships and perils 
were bravely met, and much heroic 
blood was shed. 
Its history is associ- 
ated with the eminent names of St. 
Clair and Wayne and Harrison, and 
many brave associates in arms, who 
protected the northwest territory tor 
the benefit 
of civilization. 
Among 
the savage chiefs who ruled the confi- 
dential tribes that lit their council fires 
at Ke-ki-on-ga were men whose skill in 
war, and in the arts of political combi- 
nation, made them no mean antagonists 
to the ablest generals and statesmen 
who had won fame in the battles and 
statesmanship of the revolution. 


An intelligent, thrifty, and patriotic 
population of 35,000 people now occupy 
the site of the ancient Miami vilifies, 
and the same advantage of position 
which made it a central point of meet- 
ing, and council for the Algonquin tribes 
of the northwest, has made it the point 
of intersection of three of the great rail- 
way thoroughfares, connecting the east- 
em and western cities, and of two north 
and south lines of railways, extending 
from the straits of Mackinaw to the 
Ohio river. Among the most important 
railway towns of Indiana Fort Wayne 
holds no second place. 


To this historic site, now a city of 
stea^. healthful growth and vigorous 
life,^!^ president of the United States 
is cordially invited. Its people 
will 
welcome him and Mrs. Cleveland with 
entire harmony of sentiment and hos- 
pitality, hopeful that the visit will be 
one of mutual interest and pleasure.

to make. At noon Mr. Ives had not ap- 
peared. 
His partner, Mr. Daremus, ex- 
pressed doubts as to whether Mr. Ivea 
intended to make any statement, but 
the New York members of the commit- 
tee state that he distinctly promised to 
make a full and complete statement of 
the affairs of the 
company. 
They 
also 
expect 
him 
to 
resign, 
and 
Mr. 
Christopher 
Meyer 
said 
that if Mr. Ives did not resign to-day 
the road will be thrown into the hands 
of a receiver. 
Many of the commtttee 
think this the beet course to take in any 
event, so that the stockholders may be 
enabled to get at the books and 
thorougly investigate the'doings of Ives. 
Mr. Meyer says the Cincinnati people 
are complaining that there is a shortage 
of 83,000,000 and that if this cannot be 
explained criminal proceedings will be at 
once instituted. 


The first business of the meeting this 
afternoon here was to receive the resig- 
nations ofSPresident Staynor and Ives, 
and the election of A. Swinston, of Cin-

WASHINOTON, Aug. 9.—Civil-Service 
Commissioner Edgerton, when asked to- 
day his opinion of Mr. George William 
Curtis' speech, replied that he had not 
read it in full, and until he had done so 
disliked to commit himself. So far as 
the unclassified service, which is the 
only one with which the commission 
had to deal, is concerned, everything is 
running smoothly. The president, Mr. 
Edgerton said, is in strong and cordial 
sympathy with it. He is never too 
busy to listen to suggestions from the 
commission, and has all along shown 
himself to be a strong supporter of the 
law. 


'Notwithstanding all that has been 
said regarding dismissals and appoint- 
ments under this law," continued the 
commissioner, "it is a curious fact that 
during the five years it has been upon 
the statute books there have not as yet 
been one thousand appointments made 
under it. Of this number seven tenths 
have been men and the remainder 
women." 


'Is this because 'men pass better ex- 
aminations?" Mr. Edgerton was asked. 


"No; for the simple truth is that they 
do not. 
Women, as a rule, are graded 
much higher than men. 
I can only ac- 
count for it on the ground that the 
bureau officials piefer men to women as 
clerks." 


''What testimony do these bureau of- 
ficials bear to the general efficiency of 
the clerks certified by the commission? 


"There is but one expression of opin- 
on, and that is that their moral tone, 
their physical tone and their ment^ 
tone are many degrees ; higher than the 
average of those appointed under the 
old system. I may also say in this con- 
nection that it is not the boy out of col- 
lege who passes the best examination. 
A very fair proportion of those whose 
garding is the most 
creditable are 
men who have been many years out of 
school."

Bullets at Himself, But 
Drunk To KUi. 


Aims Five 
is Too 


Peter W. Thomsen makes a business 
of laying cement sidewalks and work of 
that sort. 
His home is at No. 27 Hanna 
street, between Washington and Wayne. 
He has been a hard drinker and some 
weeks ago his wife left him for good. 


Saturday last Judge Chapin granted 
Mrs. Thomsen a divorce from her hus- 
band, who is brutal when under the in- 
fluence of liquor and one night last week 
he was arrested by the police and fined 
for drunkenness and profanity by Mayor 
Muhler. 


To-day Mrs. Thomsen went to her 
home to secure her personal effects. The 
husband was there, and very drunk at 
that. 
He received the late Mrs. T. by 
sending a bullet 
at her from his 
pistol. She fled to the home of 
Officer Steve Fletcher, near by, and 
hen the policeman got at the Thomp- 
sen residence he expected to see 
corpse, as the fellow had been banging 
away at himself four or five times. 


The would-be suicide loomed up at 
the door with a pistol in his hand and 
blood oozing from a wound above his 
right eye.

THE WATER SUPPLY. 


In view of the errors of the past, now 
BO flagrant, Thb Skmtinkii hoped the op- 
portunity had arrived for a sensible solu- 
tion of the water works qnestion. 


It realized that time had disabnsed 
the minds of the people agaiost the ter- 
rors of the Bo-oalled "oanal water," be- 
oanseit has aotnallj been the main 
source of snpply since the establish- 
ment of the works. 


The people are now paying dearly for 
the fallacies of the Cook plan of water 
supply which was adopted to spite the 
advocates of the feeder oanal. 


The idea of swamping $100,000 or so 
in a reseryoir, that at its beet could not 
supply the city with water for two days, 
begins to dawn on the tax-payers as a 
crime against good sense, but it was in 
keeping with the idea of laying the 
the small, cheap pipes on Calhoun 
street that are now being displaced by 
larger ones. 


The various and costly attempts to 
secure a water supply were such as to 
expose themselves and consign their 
authors to private life, so that one would 
be led to believe that this was the time 
for honest work. 


It appears not, however, because the 
old-time obstmotionistB are again ac- 
tive. 
The SBNTiirEij will not 
dignify 
them or tiieir personal malioe with con- 
sideration, for it prides itself that when- 
ever and wherever the people have had 
an opportunity they relegated this little 
circle to soft, mellow obscurity. 


Hefttlncr and Tentiliitliir- 


Warm and pure air are equally as im- 
portant factors in our lives as good food, 
and although even the least civilized of 
people hav« atanaged by some means 
«okeep their dwellings warm, it w ^ 
not ttnftfl comparaiively recent times 
that any attention was given to system- 
atic heating and perfect 
ventilation. 
The dwelling, as a means of protection 
against the weather, may be regarded 
to some extent as an enlarged garment, 
and indeed the difference between a 
loose mantle aad the tent of a nomad is 
not very great. 
In order to add to the 
comfort which any shelter provides, man 
has sought from the earliest times to ob- 
taui some adequate qaethod of heating 
his domicile. His efforts in this direction 
were for a lon^ period confined to build- 
ing a fire oi wood upon the naked earth. 
In the oldest dwellings of which we have 
any knowledge the fire was made upon 
a hearth of stone, as the rains of the 
lake dwellings show. 
Then in the days 
of the ancient Hebrews and 
Egyptians 
a rvde fire apparatus was in use, which 
served after a fashion the purposes of 
their factories and foundries. 
Still 
stoves aiki chimneys and grates were 
not known until centuries later, for not 
xmtil the beginning of the middle ages 
did the "smoke catcher" of the ancients 
give place to somethiag better. 
Char* 
coal was the ordinary fuel, and tturf was 
also used, the evidence of which has 
been found at Pompeii and at other ex- 
humed places. 
The first mention of 
hard coal is made in A. D. 300, for at 
that time history tells us of a combusti- 
ble material which the smiths of Greece 
employed for their fires. Not until the 
twelveth oentury, however, was the 
chimney in general use throughout 
Europe. 
According to Tomlinson and 
Turner, in their work of heating and 
ventilation in England, down to 
the 
time of William the Conqueror, the in- 
habitants dwelt in straw-thatohed hnts 
partitioned into two rooms, in order 
that near the family of the master the 
servants might be sheltered. 
In the 
front and principal room 
was ^ a mam- 
moth common hearth, over which in th« 
roof was a little tower to make a draugh 
that should carrj off the smoke. 
Long 
after this came a primitive sort of flue, 
which developed later into the old-fash- 
ioned chimney-comer of our far-off 
grandfathers, whose enormous capacity 
embraced a whole family and supplied 
them with cheering warmth. 
And this 
kind of fireplace and chimney con- 
tinued in vog^e, with no improvement 
in its technical construction, until the 
latter part of the last century, when two 
Americans, Benjamin Franklin 
and 
Count Kumford, began to busy them- 
selves 
with the 
heating question. 
Franklin separated the fireplace from 
the chimney and led the draugh after a 
short ascent downward again, in order 
that it might pass through a pipe be- 
neath the floor, and again through the 
chimney into the outer air. 
This sort 
of stove has always been called the 
"Franklin or Pennsylvania stove." Rum- 
ford allowed the characteristic peculiari- 
ties of the fireplace to remain, but 
brought it further torward into the 
room, narrowing the chimney at the 
height 
of 
the 
fireplace 
opening 
to 
so small a size that 
only 
a 
slender fine was left to carry off the 
smoke. 
Then dampers were invented 
and other improvements made, until 
open fireplaces of the present day are 
well adapted to the purpose for which 
they are designed, so far as good ven- 
tilation is concerned, 
although their 
heating capacity is very small, 
because 
the hot air for the most part escapes 
^ough the chimney. 
Therefore, for 
dold weather, as everybody knows, the

"coon as a nickname until of late years, 
when it has been applied contemptu- 
ously by some people to American oiti- 
zena of color, living driven out "moke,** 
which was used for quite a time. 
How 
this use of "ooon" started is unknown. 
Whether it was based on the traditional 
affection of the colored man ^ for tikat 
animal or has some other origin is at 
this moment veiled in darkness. 
But, 
whencesoever it comes, those to whom 
it is applied do not take as kindly to Ike 
word as the Whigs in 1840 d ^ 
It is 
indeed a fighting word, and it is well 
that people sho^d learn the dangeva of 
using it. 
Only a few days ago an Illi- 
nois editor was sued for libel for qpeak- 
ing of colored men as "coons." 
The 
case has not yet come to trial, and ^ e 
Judge has not decided what meaning 
tha word was meant to convey, and con- 
sequently whether it was libelous. 
So 
there will be no information from that 
quart>er for some time. 
But without 
waiting for a decision others have taken 
the law into their own hands and liava 
poimded those whom they believe to 
have insulted them. 


One striking instance comes from 
Indiana. 
The colored porter of a chair- 
ear on one of the railroads was xather 
curt in bis answers to a man who got 
on the train. 
A little later tho oonduo- 
tor passed through the car. 
The man 
said to him, "Why would not your coon 
answer my civil question?" Thereupon 
the colored man, who w^s standing netf 
bv, fell upon the questioner. 
This is 
what he did to him, according to ttie 
methodical statement of the victix^ who 
appears to be of a legal turn of mind: 


"Said assault was in manner and form 
as follows—viz: 


"One blow from said assailantTs fist 
on m y lip. 


"One on my nose. 
"One under my right eye, which now 
shows bad discoloration and swelling. 


"Also one or more kicks in th« 
abdomen. 


"Also a tirade of insults and abuse 
unmentionable. 


"All this while I was down at full 
length on a reclining-chair on above 
train in the Coimty and State afore- 
said." 


So it will be well for people to take 
care of their tongues, and not let slip 
words which may lead them into a 
scrape like that of the gentleman from 
Indiana.

Estjiblish Induslrial ^Achools. 
The history of the past conclusively 
demonstrates that education of the 
head alone will not prevent crime. In 
fact, an education which touches the 
mental faculties alone may bo capable 
of doing immense damage. 
It h a s been 
charged against American educational 
methods that their tendency is to pro- 
duce discontent among those who were 
bom in poverty, and in some respects 
the charge is true. 
We want always 
an education of the heart as well as an 
aducation of the head. 
We want also 
an education of the hands. 
Under the 
American plan of government the 
church and the home must b« depended 
upon very largely to instill religious 
principles into the young, thoagh there 
is no reason why the State should not 
teach religion unmixed with sectarian- 
ism. 
But unless the home and the 
church can hold the young there is lit- 
tle probability that the State will be 
able to do much for them in a religious 
way. 
The one defect in our present 
methods of training is the lack of in- 
dustrial education. 
The State should 
teach its young people to use their 
hands. 
Three-fourths of the inmates 
of our prisons are persons who have 
never been taught a trade. 
They come 
from the ranks of the rich as well as 
the poor, but they have one thing in 
common—they do not know how to use 
their hands. 
P>vrental folly or paren- 
tal indifference has handicapped them 
for life. In self-protection the Static 
should provide means by which this 
evil of omission may be remedied. In- 
dustrial schools would be much cheaper 
in the end than prisons and peniten- 
tiaries. 
A little less grammar and 
geography, even a little less algebra 
and geometry, and a little practical 
knowledge of tools would be better for 
the young people and better for the 
community. 
In all onr principal 
towns and cities there should be at- 
tached to the common schools a work- 
shop, in charge of a practical mechanic, 
where our boys might attain a knowl- 
edge of ioola and their uses. Nor 
should the girls be forgotten, 
"While 
they are being given a '•finished" edu- 
cation it would be well if there were 
attached to the school a department in 
charge of an accomplished housekeeper 
where they might be taught baking, 
codldng and all the mysimes which 
ehable a woman to intelligently man- 
age the affairs of her own household. 
We venture to say that a little educa- 
I 


tion in this direction would be of more 
valua to many a young girl than a 
knowledge of music and French, though 
theM are not to be deapiaed.
